Exhibit Features
The huge oceanarium will fea­ 

ture two four-story tanks, each 
with a capacity of 600,000 gal­ 
lons of salt water, a smaller
aquarium for tropical fish and
a sealarlum. One of the main 
tanks .will be circular, 80 feet 
n diameter and 26 feet deep. It
will have a 1500-seat stadium 
around its rim so that specta­ 
tors may watch the porpoises
and other sea animals perform. 
Cold water animals such as 
shark, giant rays, porpoises, sea
bass and groupers will be hous­ 
ed here.

An oval tank, 100 by BO feet 
and 26 feet deep, will have warm 
water for tropical species. A reef 
of Philippine coral will be con­ 
structed to provide refuge for 
the smaller fish from their na­ 
tural enemies.

Through large picture windows
at various depths of the tank
spectators may observe thou­
sands of sea animals living to­
gether under natural conditions.

Brown's responsibilities at the
oceanarium will Include the safe
handling and feeding of the sea
animals, adapting captive fish to
life In the display tanks and
training the seals and porpoises
for dally performances.
